Makes §7,000,000 VWrerthives Dew

The attention of Secretary Root and 
of members of the Benate commilice on

“Joker” in the Manto Dowlngo treaty and, 
according to a Wasbington-. correspond: 
ent, it is causing them. worry. 

“Tho “Joker” fa in article 1, which 
reads; “Tho United States undertakes to 
secure an arrangenicut of all obligations 
of the Domiuican goverument, forelgu aa 
well an domestic; the urrangement for 
payment and the conditions of auortiza- 
tion; the cousideration of . contlicting- 
aud woreasonable claims -and_ tho -decis- 
fon an to the validity aud.amount of al 
pending claims alrendy MUquidated and 
acecpted or which may be established.” ~ 

It was the original ‘Intention of the 
Prealdent that: the money. collected from- 


tho Dominican custonis. should ‘be. used In 
‘settlomént of the foreign’ claims’ only. 


Under the heading of domestic claims 
will come. between $8,000,000 and $9,- 
000,009 of scrip of “Ln Dauda Deforida,” 
tho deferred debt. This scrip: for. forty 
years bas been of practically. no. value. 
—not worth five cents on the dollar. be-: 
cause of the doubt whether it ever would 
be redeemed. % 

Now, the officials ‘of the Dominican” 
government have bought all this scrip 
they could reach, paying ail the way. 
from 2 to 30 cents on the dollar. Emilio 
Joubert, the minister. from. Santo. Do-. 
mingo, himsclf lins admitted that. be 
would not now sell the scrip be holds for. 
75 cents on the dollar, ag he: believes it 
will be paid in full.’ He says. it will: be 
worth par the minute thie treaty -Is rath: 
fied by the Scnate of the United States. 

This “deferred debt” is the outgrowth 
of the Dominican revolutions. of tlic -Iast 
forty years, which, except the last one. 
iended by Morales, all Lave been success- 
ful. Whenever: a. revolutionary. ° chief 
white operating in. the field requisitioned 
cattle ‘or. services o. voucher was given.’ 
After the revolution: was won this. vouch-: 
er would be exchanged at the capital for 
sctip of “La: Deuda. Deferida,’ duly regis 
tered In the treasury books. . The obliga- 
tions of both ‘sides ‘always were recog-: 
nized because no- successful faction” was

during the twelyemonth just ended, This” 
country remains. on’ the bed eminence 
it has long occupied in -the bistory: of 
crime; indeed, we have. Increased our 
lend, for’ the: number of homicides was 
greater by. 840 in 1905 than it was fn. 
the previous. year. The record constl- 
tutes o shocking indictment. 

With the single cxcention of: the Ital: 
ions, the American people are. the most 
homicidal nation in the civilized world. 
In fact, we are running neck ‘and neck 
with Italy with respect: to. the ratio ‘of 
vielent crimes resulting in death. : In the 
latter conntry the homicides. number 105 
per rmoiliion of inhabitants per year; in. 
this country Jast year the ratio was 115 
per milion. 

A comparison with the criminal statis- 
tlea of other leading nations will serve 
to emphasise the indictment and make it 
positively terrifying, Thus the annual 
average ratio of homicides to ‘population 
fa 13 per million to.German,-19 per mill- 
fon In France and 27 per. million In the 
United Kingdom.
